Set-up 

The motorhomes are ferried 
around on articulated trucks 
and arrive at the track the 
Saturday night before race 
week. They are set up 
throughout Sunday and 
Monday while the cars 
arrive on Tuesday The 
engineers and drivers rock 
up on the Wednesday 
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Motorhome hospitality 

With motorhomes only allowed 
on European circuits, the team 
like to make the most of them 
over the race weekend. For 
grands prix further afield, they 
have to make use of the local 
facilities, which are not always 
five-star, as Lotus' Head Of 
Partnerships Management, 
Francois Puentes explains. 


“Interlagos in Brazil is a historic 
track, but that means the 
facilities are historic as well. 

“You can probably get 12 
people in your station, whereas 
we can host up to 90 people for 
dinner in the motorhomes." 

Media walk 

Silverstone is one of the few 
circuits where the motorhomes 
are set up directly opposite the 
team garages. Usually, the 
motorhome or team bases are 
set away from the pit lane - 


meaning drivers in transit are 
often left vulnerable to baying 
media attention. 

Long hours 

Fl implemented curfews to stop 
people working endless hours 
over a race weekend. Team 
members would often labour 
for 48 hours straight, so now 
each team gets four wild cards 
a season where they can break 
curfew. Lotus used one in 
Australia after struggling to get 
the car ready for the season 
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opener. But it's not all bad, as 
reserve driver Charles Pic 
explains. “When Romain 
Grosjean heard the boys had 
been working through the 
night, he turned up at practice 
with a tray of coffees and 
breakfast for everyone.” 

Tests and checks 

Everything from tyre use to 
fuel is closely monitored - not 
just for performance, but also 
to ensure regulations are met. 
Each team is given seven sets 
of tyres of various compounds 
which they can try out during 
practice. They then have to 
choose five to use over the 
entire race weekend, and they 
also have to plan their fuel load, 
factoring in an extra litre 
which can be called upon 
by regulators at any point, from 
practice to the race itself. 



Bonus scheme 

Lotus have a special bonus 
scheme which rewards every 
team member with an equal 
amount, regardless of position: 
the drivers get the same as 
someone on the assembly 
line. With 400 people in the 
Oxfordshire factory and 80 
at the racetrack, that's a lot of 
holidays and new kitchens 
resting on the shoulders of 
the two guys in the cars!
